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The Magical Force of the Megaliths

The giant ancient stone structures (megaliths) have always 
hunted the public imagination and continue to provoke the inter- 
est in people from around the world. The famous Greek geogra- 
pher Pausanias, visiting Mycenae and Tiryns in the 2nd century 
A.D., believed that the mythic Cyclops had built the colossal ru- 
ins and ancient palaces. This legend was passed down to genera- 
tions of history lovers and explorers. Later, in the 19 th century, a 
term used to define all these ancient structures, was created: the 
neologism megalith. It was coined out from the ancient Greek 
words (ieyac; megas, meaning great, and XiQoq lithos, mean- 
ing stone. The term was first used during the initial surveys 
and descriptions of large standing stones structures in northern 
France and southern England. The word "megalith" continues to 
be used to depict artificially created ensembles or structures of 
untreated or rudimentary shaped stones, stone blocks, slabs or 
fragments, independently of the civilization that erected them. 
In the same time, in the 19 th century, was created also the term 
"hommes megalithiques" (megalithic people), used to explain 
the universal presence of the megaliths. As per the 19 th and early 
20 ,h century theories, the "megalithic people" were enigmatic 
sea voyagers, traveling across the seas and spreading their be- 
liefs by building megaliths across the world. Modern research 
demonstrates that during a certain phase in human development, 
cultural and religious beliefs were globally expressed by build- 
ing megalith structures. This phenomenon, inspiring spiritually 
and intellectually the people from different corners of the world, 
to universally erect similar structures weighting several metric 
tones, still remains an unexplained enigma. 

In spite of the enormous variety in technology, planning, con- 
figuration and often times imagery present on the stones, the 
megaliths can be divided into two major types - dolmens and 
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menhirs. Both terms have Breton etymology: dolmen comes 
from dol - table, and men - stone, and denotes upright stand- 
ing stones (blocks) covered by a horizontal capstone; menhir 
uses —hir, which means "long" and in this case signifies single 
standing stone. This way with the first scientific descriptions 
the local terms were replaced. When the menhirs are grouped, 
and specially when they form a specific geometric figure, they 
are called cromlech: from cram - curve and lech - shaped stone. 
Cromlech shapes can be elliptic, circular, semi-circular, rectan- 
gular or any other. In the English literature cromlech is used to 
depict dolmens, while other groups of menhirs are described as 
stone circles. 

In the collective memory of people, the megaliths are related 
to the long forgotten past, and not to the existing burial traditions, 
nor to folklore-related beliefs, mythology and legends. Mega- 
liths are normally not related to the official religions and culture: 
they are considered as remnants of vanished civilizations. Even 
when used as background for the Christianized ritualistic folk- 
lore, megaliths and some of the rock-hewn monuments are con- 
sidered hostile to the Christianity and believed to be entirely pa- 
gan symbols. They have been considered evil, especially on the 
territories of strong Catholic and Eastern Orthodox Christianity 
influence. They were condemned and outlawed at almost every 
ecclesiastic council since fifth century AD and on. The twenti- 
eth canon of the Council of Nantes (Concil. Namnetense) from 
658 AD expressly requires these "stones, which by the tricks 
of demons were venerated in ruinous and woody areas" to be 
deeply buried, so nobody can worship them. Charlemagne even 
ordered their entire destruction around 800 AD. Nevertheless, 
as time had demonstrated, the veneration of stone structures 
and megaliths resulted stronger than any Holly Roman Catholic 
Church prohibitions and Emperors' edicts. 

The popular folklore names of the megaliths are well docu- 
mented in ancient descriptions. 

In France, the dolmens were known as "houses" or "holes/ 
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caves" inhabited by fairies, giants or gnomes. Believed to be 
inhabited by legendary heroes, these structures, as well as the 
menhirs, are considered to be symbols of mythological figures 
such as Gargantua. Megalithic constructions were even regarded 
as Gargantua's "grave", or his "funeral effigy", while rock or 
stone openings were believed to be his "footprint". 

In England, the megaliths were attributed to wizard Merlin, 
from the times of King Arthur and the Knights of the Round 
Table. 

In Spain, the megaliths are usually related to the Arabian rule 
and hence having Moors' related names: "the Moors' table", 
"Moors' Tower", "Moors' hut". 

Bulgaria doesn't make an exception, when it comes to fairy- 
tale explanations of the megaliths' origin. They are believed 
to be from the times of the "Hellenes" and are called "dragon 
holes/houses", "small barns", "chapels', etc. The Hellenes, as per 
the popular legends, were so tall, that they couldn't see where 
they were walking. That was also the reason for their disappear- 
ance - the Hellenes couldn't see the traps, and stepping in them, 
they died and vanished. 

Rock-hewn sanctuaries (altars) are normally related to the 
footprint of the epic hero Krali Marko, or his horse. "Marko's 
stone", "God's path", Saint George's footprint or the footprints 
left behind by other saint-warriors, are only some of the numer- 
ous examples of these legends. Lately, in popular folklore, mega- 
liths and hewn rocks are declared traces left behind by extrater- 
restrials. Rock tombs and other sanctuaries are Priest Martin's 
"holes/caves", a legendary name from the treasure-hunters' 
folklore. Dragon anthropomorphic effigies of "dragon's house/ 
den / or cave" are also related to megaliths. Megaliths are always 
holly places and believed to have healing power. Their sacred 
locations are used even in modern times for animal sacrifices on 
the day of local saints. 

Megalith ism differs in historical and typological aspects in 
various regions around the world. That is why the activities of

cult and worship on megalithic locations require further clari- 
fication in the light of specific cultural and historical context. 
Fundamental interdisciplinary research, with focus on the exact 
sciences, will play more and more an important role in this clari- 
fication. 

This book, a comprehensive collection of articles on mega- 
liths, is the latest contribution to the scientific research in the 
field. It also presents the latest evidence of the magical prop- 
erties of megalithic structures, inspiring profound intellectual 
explorations for all enthusiasts of ancient cultures.

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Megalithic Monuments on the Balkan Peninsula

Abstract 

A specific terminology is proposed to describe the objects 
belonging to the rock-oriented culture (rock-cut + megalithic 
objects). Menhirs, cromlehs and dolmens in Bulgaria, Greece 
and Turkey are shortly reviewed. Examples are demonstrated 
for some Bulgarian objects of mixed character, which require 
expansion of the main classification scheme in order to include 
more complicated cases: rock-cut menhirs, rock-cut dolmen, 
proto-dolmen. In Bulgaria are observed also quazi-megalithic 
objects: quazi-dolmens, quazi-triliths, cyclopic walls, one origi- 
nal underground well temple containing megalithic construction 
elements. 

The history of ancient architecture is interpreted here not as 
one linear process, but as parallel flow of two concurrent pro- 
cesses (megalithic and classic architectural technique and ideol- 
ogy) occurring in spatially separated regions during a long pe- 
riod IV - I mill. B.C. 

The history of scientific examination of dolmens in Bulgaria 
in 19-20 century is briefly presented. Some measures are pro- 
posed for future popularization and preservation of the mega- 
lithic wealth on the Balkan Peninsula. Tight international collab- 
oration is strongly recommended in this case. The author calls 
the public attention also to a modern dating technique which 
could be applied to megalithic objects: the optically stimulated 
luminescence (OSL).

Abstract 

The devtashlari are numerous objects of megalith ic character. 
The official opinion interprets them as proto-Bulgarian monu- 
ments which are created in 7-8 century A.D. 

The author examines the devtashlari in two contexts. 

Compared with the early Christian architectural monuments 
of Byzantine origin in Bulgarian lands (4-6 century A.D.) as 
well as with the temples in the old Bulgarian capitals Pliska and 
Preslav (built in 9-10 century A.D.) the devtashlari appear as 
extremely primitive objects. The official interpretation is shown 
to be impossible from the point of view of a normal architecture 
development process. 

On the contrary, the devtashlari find their adequate place 
among the numerous monuments of rock-cut and megalithic 
character in Bulgaria originating from 1 1 1 — 1 1 millenium B.C. 

So the present analysis gives a more convincing dating and in- 
terpretation of the devtashlari. The devtashlari are in fact classic 
menhirs. Some of them are grouped in rectangular grids exactly 
like the famous menhirs in Menec, Brittany, France. Such spe- 
cific grouping happens very rarely in the megalithic world. The 
mechanical treatment of the devtashlari and the state of their sur- 
face are also identical with the Menec menhirs.

Bird's Eve View on Megalithic World. 

Giorgio Dimitriadis 

Abstract. Megalithic monuments are still spread around the 
globe. Their huge dimension and apparently simple structures 
address from the very beginning several question to archaeolo- 
gists about the social dimension of the segmentary groups that 
produce them. Most of the megaliths stimulate the social fantasy 
and folklore tales. How is possible, in the end, to understand the 
mentality of megalithic societies? The present paper focuses to a 
simple bird's eye view on the megalithic world in order to point 
out few common features. A concise megalith vocabulary useful 
on fieldwork was also elaborate. 

Keywords: folklore, megalith, megalithic mentality, segmen- 
tary groups, social dimension. 

Ground. 

From 1650 in the reports of Great Britain archives the mega- 
lithic structures of the territory were already indicated with the 
words dolmen, cromlech, menhir. But the term "megalith" were 
used for the first time in England and then in France in the early 
half of XVIII century. In fact with the term megalith scholars 
indicate a stone construction realized with blocks of remarkable 
dimension. 

Officially these terms were adopted only in 1867 in occasion of 
the International Conference of Anthropology and Archaeology to 
Paris, after along debate that saw prehistoricians against the "an- 
tiquarians scholars" who interpreting the historical sources rela- 
tive to the Celtic religious festivities and believed that they could 
identify such structures like sacred places where the Druids made 
human sacrifices. Obviously prevailed the good sense beyond that 
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the comparative-scientific method on the wake of the "biological 
evolution", that is the graduate continuity of the evolutionary pro- 
cess like the tendency from the simple one towards the complex 
through successive differentiations (cf megalithic mentality). 

Such differentiations are introduced above all after a careful 
chronological analysis of the archaeological remains following a 
systematic dating and for this most reliable one coining the stra- 
tigraphy principles that had the geologist on hand. The archaeol- 
ogists, therefore, they understood that elaborating for every site 
a coherent sequence of the occupation levels of the warehouses 
in the sites they were in a position to expressing in chronological 
terms the data extrapolated from the diggings. With the technol- 
ogy of the radiocarbon we have arrived to a universal accepted 
reliable dating. In consequence the "megalith phenomenon" is 
also addressed to the elaboration of the respective cultural con- 
text that belongs, therefore, manifestation of the socio-economic 
and cultural events that support. 

1. Megalithic Art 

Concerns the megalithic art until few years ago most of the 
studies in the field answered above all to local and contingent 
requirements. A first homogenous nomenclature is developed by 
Anati (cf BCSP 1969, IV: 66-71) second the following rules: 

■ The megalithic art is cultural expression and like such it is 
comprised from the cultural horizon. 

■ The monument and the art on it in are tight by linked each 
other. 

■ The basic unit is the integral scene. The single figure is the 
syllable towards the understanding of the "language". 

■ As figurative complex it is defined by the iconographic 
"whole" of the megalithic monument. 

■ From the figurative complex can be extrapolated the 
chronological and conceptual data, according to layers or 
fase, following a coherence figurative logic. 
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2. Megalithic Mentality 

But what hits more beyond the same construction of the Cy- 
clopean structures is the ability of the "megalithic people" to 
plan and to realize such structures with precision being given of 
the solutions of great ingenuity. All this was the fruit of a certain 
mentality rather then with the functionality; with the cultural 
basis and in particular with expression of religious ideas. Con- 
centrating itself to the European megalithic phenomenon it is 
possible to find common elements, that is of the similar tenden- 
cies, like as "element of social cohesion" and defined as "tomb 
of living" (cf. Stonehenge) or as monumental tombs dedicated to 
eminent personages of the community, accompanied from rich 
funerary equipments (cf. tholos of Atreo, Mycenae) and at last 
like outposts of the territory defence (cf specchie, Salento). 

On the whole we can signal the following common lines, in 
the attempt to frame the megalithic mentality: 

■ The appearance of the megalith is connected with the in- 
troduction of agriculture therefore in a context of abun- 
dance (cf. stone temples, Gozo). 

■ The change of funerary ritual is marked as the passage 
from singular to collective one, therefore social groups of 
stable economy (cf. clan genealogy). 

■ Usually megaliths could be read as "territorial markers" 
within the "right to lands" prescribed in the cult of the 
ancestors (cf. chiefdom in Britannia and Malta). 

Therefore, which is the principle of the common mentality 
that has allowed such a homogeneous development? A first ex- 
planation us the "diffusion principle" of a cultural evolution- 
ary model. Attention: we do not speak about the "territorial in- 
crease" from a certain culture rather but about the "spread of 
stimuli" (cf. Kroeber 1940) for which are not transmitted the 
details or the entire complexity and elaboration of a product, 
but essentially the knowledge that process is possible and the 
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perception of its eventual application. In few words one speaks 
about a new outline of development thanks to the influence of an 
external stimulus, that is in order to say it with Kroeber that "the 
acceptation of a stimulus towards a local invention originates 
them but induced". Thus to recognize the main cultural horizon 
of this of or the other influence becomes enough difficult also 
from the fact of the "cultures crossed recognition" which feeds 
an outbreak of intellectual enthusiasm. 

An analogy with what we have said for the megalithic struc- 
tures we observe in the anthropomorphic movement of the 
statue-stelae, between the aniconic primordial menhir (without 
icon, visus) and the real statues of the classic period,were born in 
micro-contexts development between the 3300-3000 B.C. real 
dating, manifested at the same time in several parts of Europe. 
Two centuries later, around, the 3000 "has give birth" to various 
cultural and conceptual isolated groups. The composition of the 
statue-stelae reflect the cosmological vision of societies centred 
to a conceptual system composed by three logos (cf. Anati 1977). 
In fact the cosmological tri-division is clear recorded to the stelae 
found in Valcamonica (Massi of Cemmo, Ossimo, Cimbergo), in 
Valtellina, in Vollein (Aosta), Moletta Patone (Trentino High- 
Adige) and to Saint-Leonard near Sion (Valais). 

Such enthusiasm was found to a greater reason in the dis- 
persal of the anthropomorphic statue-stelae that in mythological 
Europe carries to us along the routes of the great heroes of Greek 
mythology: Argonauts, Hercules and Cadmo tangent testimony 
of a "obliged passage" of a cultural expression and own to all the 
cultures reached to a conclusive stage of their economical, social 
and ideological development (Mezzena 1978), that is of the jump 
of quality from the redistribution (Neolithic) to the centralized 
storage of goods (metallurgy). 

So, is not casual the coincidence with the advent of the metal- 
lurgy and the places of mines production with annexed mythol- 
ogy (Dyonisos, Cybeli, Efestos). Interesting at this point is to 
confront the distribution of the sites of the statue-stelae with the 
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megalithic structures distribution and mythological travels carry 
us to the conclusion that mythology and the real world are analo- 
gous (cf. Dimitriadis 2008). 

3. European and Extra-European Megaliths 

What hits immediately is the imposing simplicity of the con- 
struction, than is based essentially on the use of the architrave 
and the falsa volta, but also the "air of family" that can itself 
be picked from the diffusion of the megalithic sites around the 
world. 

In Europe the megalithic distribution follows three great dy- 
namics of spread. The first one called Antlantic and more an- 
cient, is extended from Great Britain, France and Spain. The 
second one, that is enough homogenous Mediterranean in its as- 
pects and temporally belong from the Neolithic (second half of 
V millennium B.C.) to the middle Bronze Age (approximately 
middle II millennium B.C.) and extends from the Balearic isle, 
to Malta, southern Italy and Greece. The third direction invests 
the zone of south Caucasus where a dense nucleus of statue-ste- 
lae are situated between the Balkans, Black and Caspian Sea. 

In Africa the phenomenon is concentrated in the North Afri- 
can area between the Atlantic and the Persian Gulf, that is in the 
countries: Morocco, Algeria, Sudan and Ethiopia. 

In the Middle East and Anatolia it seems that a distribution of 
statue-stelae prevails a layer of that Balkan one. In Asia, mega- 
lithic sites were found in central and south India, while in the 
Pacific in some islands (Isle of Easter). 

In the Far East, Japan, we have news of megalithic construc- 
tions, in prevalence tombs, beginning from the VII c. AD. 

At last, in the Americas between 200 B.C. and 800 AD were 
born the great Meso-American civilizations that they have pro- 
duced structures and statue-stelae of cyclopean proportions. 
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4. The Socio-Economics Dimension of the European Mega- 
liths 

In order to describe better the megalithic phenomenon it is 
necessary to develop guide concepts who allows us to comprise 
in detail this enormous effort. 

The first stage is to establish the levels of understanding in 
terms of technological and economical factors. Therefore, for 
convention we accept that: 

"Neolithic Age" r> Agriculture 

"Bronze Age" -^ Handicraft specializations 

"Iron Age" ^ Complex societies 

The second stage is to index the ecological approach, that's 
mean to collect all the data about food storage and the condition- 
ing on culture created from food search. 

Arranged entirety they can supply the useful information 
care to us the palaeo-demography and in consequence the social 
organization of prehistoric societies. In fact as they have demon- 
strated in the past, pioneering researches (Clark 1952, Boserup 
1965) the careful study on the concentration of the single habits 
supplies precious elements regarding the demographic increment 
that in consequence provokes altering of the agricultural system 
in use. Therefore the intensification of the agriculture methods 
determines the increase of the production of assets increasing 
the working pro capite times. 

At the same time the increase of demand for yield involves 
the increase of agriculture lands and in consequence alternation 
of the cultivations and of lands. The agricultural specialization is 
a fact. Every regional ecological diversity renders the change de- 
sirable, favouring in consequence social arranges more advances 
through a net of redistribution (Renfrew 1979) making reference 
to a head tribe or warrior. This in demographic social and eco- 
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system terms means overcoming of the maximum threshold that 
for a Neolithic society estimates about 400-500 individuals. The 
problem is resolved either with the removal of a exact number of 
individuals, with the task to create a new group, or with a neces- 
sary social transformation. Studies on the increase of the density 
population and ancient economy (Polanyi 1957) have confirmed 
this hypothesis towards the development of the great civiliza- 
tions in the Mediterranean area. 

Wanting then "to be annoying" in the labyrinth of the mega- 
lithic structures seems interesting to try to develop a social 
model in which it finds explanation or the modality of construc- 
tion or the functionality that derives some. Therefore it is neces- 
sary to keep in mind the diffusion area that the local centres in 
which such monuments they could be developed independently. 
For western Europe the megalithic tombs (Neolithic) probably 
represent the only point of stability in a context of itinerant ag- 
riculture, that is: the Neolithic village remained in a place for 
approximately twelve years and then, exhausted the land in per- 
tinent it was moved. Studies lead from Gordon Childe, in the 
island of Aran, where the concentration of megalithic tombs is 
highest, noted their proximity to agricultural Neolithic lands. 
From this view point the megalithic tomb not only represents 
an ancestral tomb but also is the symbol of the community that 
occupies the surrounding territory: therefore real social "limes" 
for a hundred of person's legacies tied each other of social and 
religious cooperation. That as we have said happens of the col- 
lective interments, such cyclopean monument indicates not only 
the status of the family or clan (process of formation of own 
identity) in possession as moreover it attests the evolution in the 
construction of the funerary "temple".

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Megalithic Glossary for Fieldwork

Alee Couverte: a rectangular megalithic chamber, usually 
in Brittany. 

Alignment : menhirs arranged in a line, or in parallel lines. 

Anta: Portughese dolmen. Three or more upright slabstones 
with a capstone. 

Boulder: a thick stone, usually of glacial origin, artificially 
erected. 

Barrow: a round artificial mound of earth or stones. Silbury 
Hill is the largest neolithic barrow over 40 m high. 

Cairn : a burial mound, constructed mostly of small stones, 
covering one or more funeral chambers, such as the Table des 
Marchand or Gavrinis. The cairn has an entrance passage to the 
chamber. Barrow, Cairn and Tumulus are sometime synonyms. 

Cove: a box modelled of three standing stone slabs, open to- 
wards the sky. 

Cup-marks: simple, round depressions of about 5— 10cm di- 
ameter, often surrounded with one or more engraved circles. 

Cromlech: stone circle, from Welsh „crom" („in a curve") 
and „lech" (,,stone"), menhirs arranged in a circle. In its true 
sense, there aren't (or no longer exist) any in Brittany. It is better 
to talk of an enclosure or a semicircular enclosure. 

Dolmen (Portal Tomb): „Table of stone". In the narrow sense 
of the word , refers to the cover of a funeral chamber formed by a 
horizontal stone slab lying on vertical pillars. But the word dol- 
men is also used for the whole of the monument: the table, but 
also the entrance passage and the roofing made of stones. 
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Gallery grave : megalithic tomb of a later type, which ap- 
peared around 3 000 B.C. and which can be distinguished from 
other types by the dimensions of its elongated funeral chamber: 
of the same width and height as the entrance passage, it would 
seem to be an extension. 

Kerbstone: stone (s) standing side by side around the base of 
a barrow or a passage grave. 

Menhir (Monolith, Standing Stone): „Long stone". The 
expression should only be used for the Neolithic period in its 
broader sense. Any standing stone is not necessarily a men- 
hir. The biggest monolith of the megalithic culture in Europe is 
Grand Menhir Brisee of Locmariaquer in the Brittany which, 
now broken down, was about 20 meters high. 

Megalith (Mega = big, Lithos = stone): is a prehistorical 
monument made of large stones. There are many various forms 
of megaliths. 

Mound : earthen structure covering a tomb. 

Nuraghi : derives from the word „nurra" which means „heap" 
or „mound", but also „cavity". It is perhaps for this double mean- 
ing that the word has been applied to the original shape of the 
Nuraghi, built by laying big stones one on top of the other to 
create a „hollow" which is then covered by a stone dome to form 
a room. 

Passage grave: a passage leading into a round central cham- 
ber, usually covered by mound. More a shrine than a grave. 

Recumbent Stone: a large stone laid flat between the stand- 
ing stones of a stone circle. Usually on the SE-SW side of the 
circle. 

Stele : spectacularly cut out standing stone (monolith), often 
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carrying carved or sculptured marks : The Great Menhir of Loc- 
mariaquer is one of the steles which marks one of the first steps 
of the megalithism. The Iron Age also saw the raising of carved 
steles, in geometric form. To distinguish them from the latter 
type, we sometimes use the Breton word Lec'h. 

Stone Circle: a circle build of at least five stones, sometimes 
circular, sometimes with a very complicated geometrical shape. 

Talayots: Talayots is constructions of circular plant, of cer- 
tain height, with stones of the base without polishing and carved 
stone more in the high part. Its height varies between the 8 and 
10 meters, whereas its base arrives has to reach the 20 meters of 
diameter. 

Tholos tomb: the Mycenaean tholos tomb consists of a cir- 
cular, subterranean burial chamber, sometimes referred to as 
the "thalamos", roofed by a corbelled vault and approached by a 
"dromos" [^entrance passage] that narrows abruptly at the "sto- 
mion" [=doorway] actually opening into the tomb chamber. The 
chamber or thalamos is built of stone rather than simply being 
hewn out of bedrock. Tholoi of this kind are usually, though not 
invariably, set into slopes or hillsides. Burials were either laid 
out on the floor of the tomb chamber or were placed in pits, cists, 
or shafts cut into this floor. 

Tumulus: mass of earth and stones sealing one or more 
tombs. 

Trilithon (Three-Stone): two tall uprights stones supporting 
a lintel (lintel=a piece of stone over a door or window, forming 
part of the frame).

Therefore the meadows and lawns were the only appropriate 
places, the flat lots of land having low vegetation. The onlook- 
ers were thus able to watch the fight without being in danger 
because of the wild animals. 

The real fight however did not take place on the meadows and 
lawns. It happened in the forests and mountains. Therefore the 
men dancers' wearing skins was not sufficient for a plausible re- 
production of the battle. The existence of a bear den was needed, 
as were those of the hunters' hiding place, of the forest and of the 
mountain. How could they be implemented? Very easily indeed! 
A stone could represent the bear den; another stone - the hunt- 
ers' hiding place; other stones - the forest and the mountain! 

In this way were created the dolmens, cromlechs, menhirs 
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and obelisks. They were in fact the scene of the first theatrical 
settings, of the fight-dance, where the civilised men demonstrat- 
ed their skills, in order to be chosen by the women.

The dolmens evolved easily in the course of time into ziggu- 
rats, and they subsequently into pyramids:

This evolution is based on the small diversities between the 
generations. Every next generation built larger dolmens than the 
previous did. Eventually a generation came, which did not realise 
the purpose of the dolmen. For such generation the dolmen had 
become and end in itself, and a tradition. The beginning of 
the dolmens was forgotten, as was the beginning of the battle- 
dance. So building dolmens became an end in itself for every 
succeeding generation. Thus they arrived at building ziggurats 
and pyramids. 
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
